AN ACT to increase the interest rate payable to redeem real estate sold for 

delinquent taxes_ 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

section 1. Section four hundred forty-seven point one (447.1), Code 1979, 

is amended to read as follows: 

447.1 REDEMPTION--TERMS. Real estate sold under the provisions of this 

chapter and chapter 446 may be redeemed at any time before the right of 

redemption is cut off, by the payment to the auditor, to be held by fi~M the 

auditor subject to the order of the purchaser, of the amount for which the 

same was sold and four percent of sHefi the amount added as a penalty, with 

s~* three-quarters percent interest per aHHHM month on the wfie±e-aMeHH~--~fiHS 

Maae sale price plus the penalty from the aay date of sale, and the amount of 

all taxes, interest, and costs paid by the purchaser or fi~s the purchaser's 

assignee for any subsequent year eF-yeaFs, with a similar penalty added as 

before on the amount of the payment for each subsequent year, and s~* three­

quarters percent per aHHHM month on the whole of such amount eF-aMeHH~s from 

the aay-eF-aays date of payment.
